I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Nineteenth  Annual 
Report  with  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  Brecon- 
shire for  the  year  1950. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  12.95  compared  with  11.6 
for  England  and  Wales  and  12.46  for  the  County  in  1949. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  Live  Births  was  15.43  compared  with 
15.8  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Birth  Rate  for  Still  Births 
was  0.44  compared  with  0.37  for  England  and  Wales,  the  corres- 
ponding Birth  Rates  for  the  County  in  1949  being  Live  Births 
17.3  and  Still  Births  0.48. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  37.88  com- 
pared with  29  for  England  and  Wales  and  43.75  for  the  County 
in  1949. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  Mothers  during  Childbirth  in  the 
year,  compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  5.81. 

I regret  to  have  to  report  the  death  of  your  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  Dr.  R.  Cairns  Forrester,  which  occurred 
suddenly  on  23rd  April,  1950.

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The  figures  are  down  this  year  compared  with  1949  since  we 
were  a medical  officer  short  for  eight  months  of  the  year  owing  to 
the  death  of  Dr.  R.  C.  Forrester  in  April. 

Section  27 — Ambulance  Services. — This  Service  continues, 
as  given  in  detail  in  my  report  for  1948,  as  follows: — St.  John 
Ambulance  Stations  are  established  at  Brecon,  Builth,  Crick- 
howell,  Hay  and  Brynmawr  from  1st  April,  1950.  In  addition, 
the  County  Council  has  taken  over  the  Ystradgynlais  Ambulance 
Association  with  two  ambulances  and  two  whole-time  drivers. 

The  Ambulance  arrangements  remain  as  follows:  — 

1.  Brecon  Ambulance.  — To  cover  Brecon  Borough  and  the 
whole  of  the  Brecon  Rural  District. 

2.  Builth  Ambulance  — To  cover  Builth  Urban,  Llanwrtyd 
Urban,  and  Builth  Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of  the 
parish  of  Llanwrthwl  at  the  very  North  of  the  County.  This 
ambulance  will  also,  by  arrangement  with  Radnorshire,  in 
emergency  cases  only,  continue  to  cover  as  heretofore  a small 
area  of  that  County  adjoining  Builth  Urban,  viz.,  the 
Parishes  of  Llanelwedd,  Llansantffraed-in-Elvel,  Aberedw, 
Bettws  Disserth,  Rhulen,  Llanbadarn-y-garreg,  Llanfaredd, 
and  Cregrina,  Glasewm  and  Colva.  Radnorshire  on  their 
part  will  cover  for  us  the  three  Breconshire  Parishes  of 
Llysdinam,  Llanfihangel-Brynpabuan,  and  Llanwrthwl  in 
the  north  of  the  County  by  their  ambulance  from  Llandrin- 
dod Wells. 

3.  Hay  Ambulance.  — To  cover  Hay  Urban  and  Hay  Rural 
Districts,  together  with  the  Radnorshire  District  of  Pains- 
castle  Rural  and  villages  of  Newchurch  and  Michaelchurch- 
on-Arrow. 

4.  Crickhowell  Ambulance.  — To  cover  the  whole  of  the  Criek- 
howell  Rural  District,  other  than  Clydach  and  Darenfelen 
areas. 

5.  Brynmawr  Ambulance. — An  additional  Ambulance  is  con- 
templated for  the  Brynmawr,  Clydach  and  Darenfelen 
Areas  (this  Ambulance  was  placed  on  1st  April)  to  cover  the 
Brynmawr  Urban,  Clydach  and  Darenfelen  areas. 

The  Welsh  Home  Service  Ambulance  Committee  act  as 
sole  agents  of  the  Authority  for  the  above  areas  of  the  County 
and  operates  the  Brecon,  Builth,  Hay  and  Crickhowell  ambu- 
lances  on  terms  mutually  agreed,  and  as  may  he  approved 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  from  time  to  time.  The  Welsh  Home 
Sei  \ ice  Ambulance  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  an  efficient  ambulance  service  in  these  areas. 


6.  Ystradgynlais  Ambulances. — Two  ambulances  owned  by 
the  County  in  this  area  operate  within  the  frame-work  of 
the  County  Ambulance  Service  and  are  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Apart  from  what  has  been  mentioned  above  in  connection 
with  Radnorshire  there  are  two  areas  of  the  County,  all  situated 
on  the  Southern  Border,  for  which  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  them  to  be  covered  by  outside  Authorities  as  follows:  — 

(a)  Yaynor  and  Penderyn  Rural  District,  including  the  Brecon 
Rural  appendage  of  Hepste.  Glamorgan  has  undertaken  to 
cover  this  area  in  their  scheme  by  their  ambulances 
stationed  at  Seven  Sisters,  Glynneath,  and  Aberdare. 

(b)  The  Village  of  Cefn  Coed  and  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Yaynor 
(Pontsticill) . — The  Borough  of  Merthyr  Tydfil  has  under- 
taken to  include  this  area  in  their  ambulance  scheme. 

Since  a considerable  number  of  people  live  in  the  rural  part 
of  the  Penderyn  Parish  situated  on  the  Eastern  Border  of 
this  Parish  where  it  adjoins  the  Parish  of  Vavnor  but  live 
within  easy  access  of  the  main  Brecon-Merthyr  Road, 
arrangements  have  been  made  that  these  people  should 
be  covered  for  ambulance  purposes  by  the  Merthyr 
Borough  even  though  they  actually  live  within  part  of  the 
area  for  which  Glamorgan  has  undertaken  responsibility 
since  it  is  much  more  easy  to  obtain  ambulance  transport 
from  Merthyr. 

The  arrangements  with  the  border  Counties  have  worked 
satisfactorily  and  the  various  difficulties  that  arise  are  being 
smoothed  out.  Generally  speaking  I think  it  can  be  said  that 
the  scheme  is  working  well  and  in  a short  time  all  difficulties 
should  be  overcome. 

A County  Ambulance  Transport  Committee  meets  regularly, 
and  includes  representatives  of  the  County  Council,  the  Welsh 
Home  Service  Ambulance  Committee,  the  Ystradgynlais  District 
Ambulance  Association,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Co- 
opted representatives  of  other  interested  bodies. 

Sitting  Car  Service. — This  service  is  running  quite  efficiently 
and  works  as  follows-  — 

Each  Medical  Practitioner,  midwife,  hospital  matron  and 
other  interested  persons  are  supplied  with  voucher  books 
authorising  journeys  to  be  made  by  private  car  at  the  expense  of 
the  County  Council  in  all  cases  where  by  reason  of  physical  de- 
fect the  patient  is  unable  to  travel  by  public  conveyance,  and 
the  starting  point  is  situated  within  the  County.  The  charges 
permitted  to  car  owners  and  the  mileage  allowed  are  1/-  a mile 
plus  waiting  time  3/-  an  hour,  excepting  for  the  following  areas, 
where  contracts  have  been  entered  into.

Section  28.  — Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care — 

Under  this  heading  comes  the  after-cure  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  defectiveness,  all  types  of 
illnesses,  the  provision  of  equipment  and  apparatus  (Medical 
Comforts)  required  for  nursing  the  patients  in  the  homes,  anil 
accommodation  in  the  recuperation  homes.  The  County  Council, 
as  was  the  case  previously,  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
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extra  nourishment,  and  clothes  for  the  patient  and  his  family 
except  in  the  ease  of  patients  who  are  in  receipt  of  national 
assistance  when  these  items  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
National  Assistance  Board.  Provision  of  out-door  shelters, 
special  beds  and  bedding,  and  other  nursing  requisites,  etc.,  is 
the  concern  of  the  County  Council,  and  applicants  for  any  of 
these  services  are  dealt  with  by  furnishing  applicants  with  forms 
on  which  they  must  enter  particulars  of  all  members  of  the 
family,  income,  etc.  When  assistance  is  given  it  is  either  free 
of  charge  or  on  a whole  or  part  payment  bv  the  patient. 
The  amount  of  payment  to  be  made  by  the  patient  is  assessed 
on  an  income  scale  adopted  by  the  County  Council  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Such  items  as  wheel-chairs  and  crutches  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council  if  the  need  is  a temporary  one,  but  if  the  necessity 
is  likely  to  be  permanent,  then  the  responsibility  for  the  pro- 
vision of  the  articles  rest  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and 
are  supplied  through  the  Ministry  of  Pensions.  Any  applica- 
tions of  this  nature  are  forwarded  by  this  department  to  the 
appropriate  Hospital  Management  Committee  requesting  them  to 
deal  with  the  case.

Section  51— MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE.— Under  this 
section  the  County  Council,  through  the  Health  Department,  is 
responsible  for  the  Mental  Health  Services. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  undertakes  the  organisation  and 
control  of  the  service  and  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital  Board  have 
appointed  a Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  have  been  appointed  who  deal  with  the  duties  of  initial 
proceedings  under  Section  51  of  the  Act. 

Staff  Employed. — The  County  Medical  Officer  is  responsible 
for  the  work  of  ascertainment  of  mental  defectives  and  for  ad- 
ministration assisted  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  who  is 
already  a qualified  psychiatrist.  One  Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
is  employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  gives  part  of  her 
services  to  patients  in  this  County,  and  five  Duly  Authorised 
Officers.  At  pi’esent  there  are  no  Occupation  Centres  or 

Supervisors. 

Close  co-operation  is  kept  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Hospital  Managemen  Committees.  No  duties  have  been 
delegated  to  voluntary  associations  and  no  arrangements  initiated 
for  the  training  of  Mental  Health  Workers,  but  the  Psychiatric 
Social  worker  employed  in  the  County  is  fully  trained.

Ambulance 

Services. — The  ambulance  service 

for  mentally 

ill  patients  are  the  same  as  set  out  in  Section  27. 
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Mental  Hospitals. — The  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  one 
hospital  in  the  County,  viz.,  The  Mid-Wales  Hospital,  Talgarth. 

The  Mid-Wales  Hospital,  Talgarth,  is  recognised  as  a place 
of  Safety  under  Section  20  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  and  patients 
in  need  of  control  can,  therefore,  be  admitted  and  detained  there 
for  not  more  than  three  days.  This  hospital  has  accommoda- 
tion for  both  males  and  females. 

The  Report  of  Miss  Gwendoline  Morgan,  the  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker  for  Breconshire,  is  given  below:  — 

PSYCHIATRIC  SOCIAL  WORKER. 

During  the  year  1950  the  number  of  patients  visited  by  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker  in  the  County  of  Brecon  was  86.  Of 
the  86  patients  discharged  from  hospital  7 returned  for  further 
periods  of  treatment;  2 left  the  district;  4 did  not  wish  to  be 
visited.  The  remaining  20  patients  have  made  steady  progress 
and  with  help  have  been  able  to  readjust  their  lives  after  their 
period  in  hospital. 

Sixty-six  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital 
from  Breconshire  and  relatives  were  visited  with  a view  to 
obtaining  a family  and  personal  history  of  the  patient.  Behaviour 
and  emotional  difficulties  have,  when  possible,  been  traced  to 
their  sources  and  details  of  environmental  condition,  both  at 
home  and  at  work,  have  been  obtained  in  order  to  give  the 
Psychiatrists  an  all  round  picture  of  the  patient  in  his  normal 
setting. 

One  mentally  defective  man,  who  had  formerly  been  resident 
in  Borden.  Hospital,  has  been  licensed  to  a farm  in  the  County 
and  has  settled  happily  in  his  new  home. 

Outside  agencies  have  been  making  increasing  use  of  the 
County’s  Social  Service  during  the  past  months;  cases  have 
been  referred  by  Child  Guidance  Clinics,  hospitals  outside  the 
area  and  Marriage  Guidance  Councils. 

Hie  past  year  has  not  been  an  easy  one  for  helping  out- 
patients. Due  to  the  isolated  nature  of  many  of  the  homes  and 
the  extremely  bad  weather,  it  has  often  been  impossible  to  get 
transport  up  the  country  lanes.  The  sparsely  habited  areas,  too, 
sometimes  prove  a difficulty*  from  the  patient's  point  of  view. 
After  living  a community  life  at  the  hospital  with  entertainment, 
social  interests,  and  constant  companionship  supplied,  he  does 
not  find  it  easy  to  re-adjust  himself  to  the  quiet  backwater  of 
a rural  area.  Visits  from  the  Social  Worker  are  eagerly  awaited 
and  hospital  news  is  avidly  received.  These  visits  to  the  lonely 
person  appear  to  be  of  great  importance.  The  patient  feels  that 
be  is  not  completely  cut  off  from  the  life  he  knew  and  the  fact 
that  he  can,  if  need  he,  receive  attention  at  the  Psychiatric 
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Clinic,  gives  him  a sense  of  security  and  alleviates  the  feeling 
of  hopelessness  which  so  often  distresses  the  mentally  ill  person. 

More  noticeable  in  Breconshire  than  in  any  of  the  other 
counties  in  Mid-Wales  is  the  difference  in  the  attitude  of  the 
social  classes  towards  mental  illnesses.  All  the  cases  who  have 
refused  help  after  leaving  hospital  have  consisted  of  the  upper 
middle  class — people  who  fear  that  their  neighbours  will  scorn 
them  for  being  mentally  ill.  Much  more  satisfactory  is  the  out- 
look of  the  working-man  who  says,  “I  know  I was  proper 
crocked,  but  thanks  to  you  hospital  people,  I think  I shall  be 
able  to  manage  for  myself  soon.”  It  is  only  when  the  patient  is 
prepared  to  co-operate  that  any  practical  good  can  be  done  by 
the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker.

The  patient  will  be  removed  by  the  County 
Council  under  their  Ambulance  Scheme  made  under  Section  27 
of  the  N.H.  Service  Act,  1946.
